Ir was now found by experience that gold and ſilver 
had, by the common conſent of all people throughout 
the civilized parts of the world, acquired certain real 
and proper values: and that in ſuch? a nation as this, not 
deſtitute even then of all commerce with ſtrangers, it was 
impoſſible that the arbitrary value ſet upon pieces of baſe 
metal could, for any conſiderable time, ſupply the want 
of the ſilver that uſed to be contained in'the pieces of the 
ſame denominations. Whatever names were given to 
thoſe pieces of baſe metal, or by whatever authority their 
imaginary value was ſupported; the people would either 
not bring their proviſions at all to the markets, to exchange 
them for ſuch money, or would there ſell them at much 
higher rates than before: as the nominal ſums they re- 
ceived for their goods, would not now purchaſe them 
the ſame conveniences elſewhere, as the ſame nominal ſums 
of better money had formerly done. It was therefore: 
judged abſolutely neceſſary to reform and to amend the 
coin; the affair was very ſeriouſly conſidered, and the work 
was undertaken and carried on, with fo much diligence 
and vigour, that within a few months a reformation of 
the money was brought about, truly memorable, and no 
leſs remarkable than the former abuſes of it had been: for 
the new pieces that were coined before the end of this year 
155 1, were of more than four times the value of thoſe of 
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the ſame denominations, that bad been coined in the Bmw. VL

_ effigies drawn in profile below the ſhoulders, in the habit 
of the time, with the crown on her head, the ſcepter in 
her right hand, the orb in her left, and her ſtyle round 
about, ELIZABETH. D'. G'. ANG", FRA“. ET, HIBER', RE= 
GINA, and on the reverſe were placed upon a croſs fleurie 
as uſual, the royal arms in an eſcutcheon garniſhed, with 
the common motto, PosVI. DEVM. ADIVTOREM, MEVM. 
The five leſſer pieces were, excepting their weight, ex- 
actly like thoſe of the ſame denominations before coined ; 
and they are now only diſtinguiſhable from the others, by 
their mint marks 1. and 2. as the half ſhillings are alſo 
by the ſeveral dates 1601 and 1602. ſtamped upon their 
reverſes, And theſe were the laſt ſilver coins of queen 
Elizabeth, who departed this life at Richmond, on Friday 
the 24 day of March, 1602 *. 
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As in ſpeaking of the money of marks, or the privy marks, as they 
this reign in particular, I have had have been uſually called in the mint, 
frequent occaſion to mention the mint it may be neceſſary to ſay a word of

It may therefore be obſerved, that it 
hath been uſual from old time to 
oblige the maſters and workers of the 
mint, in the indentures made with 
them, to make a privy mark in all 
the money that they made, as well 
of gold as of ſilver, ſo that an- 
* other time they might know, if 
« need were, and witte which mo- 
© neys of gold and ſilver, among 
other of the ſame moneys, were of 
their own making, and which not.“ 
And whereas, after every tryal of the 
pix at Weſtminſter, the maſters and 
workers of the mint, having there 
proved their moneys to be lawful 
and good, were immediately intitled 
to receive their quietus under the 
great ſeal, and to be diſcharged from 
all ſutes or actions concerning thoſe 
moneys, it was then uſual for the 
ſaid maſters and workers to change 
the privy mark before uſed for ano- 
ther, that ſo the moneys from which 
they were not yet diſcharged might 
be diſtinguiſhed from thoſe for which 
they had already received their quietus. 
Which new mark they then conti- 
nued to ſtamp upon all their mo- 
neys, until another tryal of the pix 
gave them alſo their guietus con- 
cerning thoſe. 

The pix is a ſtrong box with three 
locks, whoſe keys are reſpectively 
kept by the warden, 4 and 
comptroller of the mint: and in 
which are depoſited, ſealed up in 
ſeveral parcels, certain pieces taken, 
at random out of every journey, as 
it is called, that is, out of every 13 
pounds weight of gold, or 60 pounds 
weight of ſilver, before the fame is

delivered to the proprietors. And 
this pix is from time to time, by the 
king's command, opened at Weſt. 
minſter, in the preſence of the lord 
chancellor, the lords of the coun. 
cil, the lords commiſſioners of the 
treaſury, the Juſtices of the ſeveral 
benches, and the barons of the Ex- 
chequer : before whom a tryal is 
made, by a jury of ſmiths im- 
panelled and ſworn for a 
of the collective weights, of certain 
parcels of the ſeveral pieces of gold 
and ſilver taken at random from thoſe 
contained in the pix; after which 
thoſe parcels being ſeverally melted, 
aſſays are then made of the bullion 
of gold and ſilver ſo produced, by the

melting certain ſmall quantities of 


the ſame againſt equal weights ta- 
ken from the reſpective tryal pieces 
of gold and ſilver, that are depoſited 
and kept in the Exchequer for that 
uſe. This is called the tryal of 
the pix, the report made by the jury 
upon that tryal 1s called the verdict of 
the pix for that time: and the in- 
dented tryal pieces juſt above men- 
tioned, are certain plates of ſtandard 
gold, and ſtandard ſilver, made with 
the greateſt care and delivered in upon 
oath, from time to time as there is 


occaſion, by a jury of the moſt able and 


experienced goldſmiths, ſummoned by 
virtue of a warrant from the lords of the 
treaſury to the wardens of the myſtery 
of goldſmiths of the city of London 
for that purpoſe ; and which plates be- 
ing ſo delivered in are divided each, 
at this time, into ſeven parts by in- 
dentures, one of which parts is kept 


in his majeſty's court of Exchequer at 
Weſtminſter, another by the ſaid

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company of goldſmiths, and two more 
by the officers of his majeſty's mint 
in the Tower; the remaining three 
being for the uſe of the mint, &c. 
in Scotland. The pix has ſometimes 
been tryed every year or even oftener, 
but ſomſetimes not more than once in 
ſeveral years: and from hence is un- 
derſtood how it comes to paſs that,

Theſe improvements were at this time 
ſuggeſted by the reverend Mr. Peter 
Vallavine of the Ille of Thanet, who 
had ſeveral conferences with the offi- 
cers of the mint upon the occaſion, 
and who in a ſmall but very ingenious 
tract publiſhed ſoon after, and in- 
tituled Obſervations on the preſent con- 
dition of the current coin 0 4 this king- 
dom, has made ſeveral uſetul and judi- 


cious remarks upon our moneys of all 
ſorts, and the means of preſerving them 
from being unkawiully diminiſhed.

ENGLISH SILVER COINS. 
There are beſides 'coins of the ſame king, crowns, half 


crowns, and ſhillings with the figure of an elephant under 
his head, denoting ſilver brought in by the African mer- 


chants; whoſe gold has CONLEY been impreſſed alſo 


African pieces of ſilver bear date in the year 1666.
